Breach of Trust 


Samuel Sixtos-Gomez could be deported because of OC Sheriff Department’s mistake

A round 1 p.m. on April 14, a pair 
of Santa Ana police officers 
responding to complaints 
of gang activity in the city’s 
Bishop Manor neighborhood encoun¬ 
tered Samuel Sixtos-Gomez. According to 
police, he was walking along East Bishop 
Street with a “known documented gang 
member.” Officers ran his name and found 
that Sixtos-Gomez had an outstanding 
warrant for driving without a valid license 
in 2008. The native of the Mexican state 
of Guerrero had no other prior criminal 
record, although he had previously entered 
the United States illegally and had been 
deported several times. 

The misdemeanor offense for which 
police arrested Sixtos-Gomez that after¬ 
noon falls under the TRUST Act, which 
became law on Jan. 1 and protects undocu¬ 
mented, low-level offenders from being 
turned over to Immigration and Customs 
Enforcement (ICE) by law-enforcement 
agencies. But, on April 18, after several 
days in the Orange County Jail, Orange 
County Sheriff’s Department (OCSD) 
officials allowed ICE agents to fetch 
Sixtos-Gomez at the jail and transport the 
25-year-old to San Bernardino County’s 
Adelanto Detention Center, a facility run 
by the Geo Group, a controversial, lawsuit- 
ridden private for-profit firm. He remains 
there until an immigration court decides if 
he should be deported. 

“For me, it would be very sad and very 
unjust if they deport my son,” Sixtos- 
Gomez’s mother, Martha Sixtos, says in 
Spanish. “He’s not a criminal. He’s not 
a delinquent. His only ‘mistake’ is being 
undocumented. He’s been in this country 
since he was 7 years old.” She hasn’t seen 
her son since the day of his arrest. Sixtos- 
Gomez also remains separated from his 
6-year-old daughter and his two younger 
siblings, all of whom are U.S. citizens. 

“I haven’t been allowed to visit because 
they ask for legal papers that I don’t 
have,” Martha says. The family maintains 
contact via infrequent, expensive tele¬ 
phone conversations. 

Sixtos-Gomez’s mother is a volunteer 
with Latino Health Access, so his ordeal 
made its to activist organization RAIZ, 
whose name translates into “root” in Span¬ 
ish and is an acronym in the same language 
for “resistance, autonomy, equality and 
leadership.” The youth group’s online peti¬ 
tion calls for his release and for elected offi¬ 
cials to pressure ICE, including U.S. Con¬ 
gresswoman Loretta Sanchez (D-Garden 
Grove), who wrote a letter asking ICE’s LA 
Field Office to review the case. 

In rallying around Sixtos-Gomez, as it 
has for other local deportees, RAIZ has 


argued the TRUST Act should have pro¬ 
tected him from the clutches of ICE. And 
according to statements to the Weekly by 
an OCSD spokesman, the group is right. 
“We’ve acknowledged our error of detain¬ 
ing and releasing Mr. Sixtos-Gomez into 
the custody of ICE in violation of the 
TRUST Act on April 18,” Lieutenant Jeff 
Hallock stated in a July 5 email. “Our action 
was based on review of information in his 
[local arrest record] that has been recently 
determined to be inaccurate.” 

For RAIZ, the news doesn’t exactly come 
as a revelation. “We are not surprised they 
admitted to violating TRUST Act because 
we already knew,” says Alexis Nava Teo- 
doro, the group’s deportation defense 
coordinator. “RAIZ will look into possible 
litigation regarding OCSD violating his civil 
rights. We have also approached the office 
of state Attorney General Kamala Harris to 
investigate the matter and take disciplinary 
action toward OCSD.” 

When the Weekly initially inquired about 
OCSD’s compliance with the law in late 
May, Hallock insisted Sixtos-Gomez met 
the criteria for being transferred to ICE, 
explaining that fellow Lieutenant Mike 
McHenry had reviewed the case. Unfortu¬ 
nately, and despite the department’s recent 
admission of error, there is little they can 
do at this point. “Once [a person] is in ICE’s 
custody, we have no jurisdiction,” Hal¬ 
lock says, adding that measures are being 
taken so that no similar mistake happens 
again. “We have immediately put in place 
a process that requires screening deputies 
to review, as well as compare, an inmate’s 
[local arrest record] with court records, as 
well as other accessible databases, to con¬ 
firm qualification under the TRUST Act.” 

Aside from OCSD’s new policy, were 
Sixtos-Gomez arrested today, it would have 
been unlawful for the agency to remand 
him to ICE; an April ruling by a Oregon 
federal court has disallowed the holding 
of undocumented detainees beyond their 
release dates for ICE transfer. In Sixtos- 
Gomez’s case, a judge had ordered him to 
be released on April 16, but OCSD kept him 
in custody for two more days so he could be 
picked up by immigration authorities. 

In response to OCSD’s new policy, a 
coalition of local immigrants’ rights groups, 
including RAIZ, sent Sheriff Sandra Hutch¬ 
ens a letter in late June calling on an end 
to all collaboration with ICE. A week later, 
she replied with a letter stating, “While I 
sympathize with your concern about the 
separation of families, I must respectfully 
decline to honor your demand. I am simply 
trying to keep criminals who are convicted 
of serious crimes from re-victimizing our 
communities, businesses and schools.” 


But Sixtos-Gomez isn’t a criminal 
convicted of a serious crime. And immi¬ 
grants’ rights activists say his case is just 
another example of the deep gulf of mis¬ 
trust between OCSD and immigrant com¬ 
munities. “If OCSD turned over Samuel 
to ICE in violation of California law, then 
there are many more cases we don’t know 
about where unnecessary separation of 
families could have been prevented,” says 
RAIZ’s Nava Teodoro. “OCSD is sup¬ 
posed to protect the local community. 
They have no business in federal immi¬ 
gration enforcement.” 

Sixtos-Gomez’s fate remains in the hands 
of ICE, which claims that how undocu¬ 
mented immigrants come into the agency’s 
custody isn’t its concern. According to ICE 
spokeswoman Virginia Kice, “The TRUST 
Act is a state statute. ICE is a federal agency 
responsible for enforcing federal law, and 
we will continue to do so as our priorities 
dictate. This individual has been encoun¬ 
tered in the U.S. illegally six times previ¬ 
ously and repatriated to Mexico on each of 
those occasions.” 

Sameer Ashar, director of the UC Irvine 
Immigrant Rights Clinic, can’t recall a case 
in which a law-enforcement agency admit¬ 
ted to failing to uphold the TRUST Act. 
“There’s an opportunity for ICE to attempt 
to remedy the legal violation,” he says. “Yes, 
they’re a federal agency and they’re bound 
by federal law, but they’re also bound by 


state laws in the jurisdictions in which they 
work.” He believes that Sixtos-Gomez has a 
good case for prosecutorial discretion since 
he hasn’t been convicted of a serious crime, 
has citizen family members and was trans¬ 
ferred into ICE custody without his due 
protections under the TRUST Act. 

Meanwhile, Sixtos-Gomez remains 
at Adelanto. His bail is set at $15,000, an 
amount his family in Santa Ana says it can’t 
afford to pay. 

“My hope is that my son will be allowed 
to stay in this county,” says Martha Six¬ 
tos. “I believe he can qualify for Deferred 
Action to study and work for his daughter 
and brothers who need him.” 

According to Martha, after her son was 
detained, his daughter asked where he had 
gone. On the telephone from behind bars, 
he told his daughter where he was. “Are you 
coming back soon?” she asked. 

“Yes, mija,” he replied, “I’ll be back with 
you all soon enough.” 

The little girl remains certain that her 
dad will return to her. “Grandma, my daddy 
isn’t going to Mexico,” Martha Sixtos 
recounts her granddaughter saying. “He’s 
going to stay here with us.”

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I n the lower left corner, we have 
the Queen of Blades, Acer Scar¬ 
lett,” announces a man from a 
stage looming above the hun¬ 
dreds gathered in the main hall 
of the Anaheim Convention 
Center, his voice rising with each word. 

The crowd cheers loudly, jumping from 
their flimsy plastic chairs to thrust their fists 
toward the sky on this Friday afternoon. On a 
massive screen before them, they’re about to 
watch the Queen face off against her oppo¬ 
nent in StarCraft II, the wildly popular strat¬ 
egy game by Irvine-based Blizzard Entertain¬ 
ment that pits players against each other for 
the future of civilization. 

A camera pans so that the screen now 
shows the other side of Overgrowth, a map 
based on the jungles of StarCraft II’s world. 
“And in the top right corner, we have the red 
Terran, our reigning champion, Polt,” says 
another man, his voice booming over the 
speakers that surround the viewers. 

More screams. 

Wearing suits, ties and large headsets, the 
two announcers sit next to the giant display,

their faces lit not by the dim overhead lights, 
but by the glow of monitors embedded in the 
table before them. The man on the left clicks 
a button that initiates a countdown. A soft 
beep marks each second. 

Behind announcers Sean “Day[9]” Plott 
and Kevin “RotterdaM” van der Kooi, the 
screen—until this point broadcasting a 
redundant feed of the desk—cuts to the two 
competitors, sitting in soundproofed, private 
booths flanking the stage. In one is 25-year- 
old Choi “Polt” Seong Hun, a Korean gradu¬ 
ate student from the University of Texas at 
Austin. In the other is 20-year-old Sasha 
“Scarlett” Hostyn, a transgender woman and 
one of the best non-Koreans to play the game. 
Though looking tired, the fan favorites stare 
intently at monitors, ready to wage war. Just 
days earlier, the two had faced off in a tourna¬ 
ment in Santa Monica, where Scarlett easily 
beat Polt, 6 games to 1. 

The energy is rising—5,4, 3,2—the crowd 
starts throwing themselves into a fervor. But 
there’s a problem: The Internet connection 
is failing. 

It’s a small thing, a half-second hiccup in 


time every four or five seconds, but everyone 
notices. It’s annoying and repetitive, and it 
won’t stop; at this level of competition, it 
makes the game completely unplayable. 

All the positive energy in the room quickly 
deflates. Polt and Scarlett try to play, as the 
announcers gamely offer running commen¬ 
tary, but the rumbling in the audience grows. 
People grumble and murmur. After one or 
two minutes, the match stops. 

Officials claim the Internet connection at 
the Anaheim Convention Center is lagging 
under the weight of so many people using it— 
the price of success. The screen behind Plott 
and van der Kooi cuts to an announcement: 
The game will resume at 4 p.m., an hour and 
a half later than planned. (In an hour and a 
half, the announcement will be revised to say 
4:30 p.m., and when 4:30 comes, the sign will 
say 5. Games won’t actually start until 5:14 p.m.) 

But the crowd won’t take it. Many people 
leave their seats to explore the rest of the 
cavernous hall. The games of MLG Anaheim 
2014, one of the largest eSports tournaments 
in the world, have begun.

This eSports Life

T he weekend of June 20 to 22, 
wasn’t the first time Major 
League Gaming (MLG) had 
visited Anaheim. The pro¬ 
motion is one of the largest 
and oldest eSports leagues 
in the U.S., holding annual tournaments 
at the convention center since 2011. It’s 
capitalizing on the multibillion-dollar 
gaming industry, which is growing in 
respect and money. In South Korea, the 
biggest professional gamers command as 
much star power as traditional athletes; in 
Sweden, tournaments attract more than 
20,000 players. In the United States, mil¬ 
lions of dollars in prize money is awarded 
each year. Just a month ago, Robert Mor¬ 
ris University in Chicago began to offer 
an eSports scholarship. The U.S. State 
Department treats visas for gamers the 
same way they treat visas for athletes. 

In simple terms, MLG is an event 
producer—it hosts tournaments across 
the country and on the Internet, attract¬ 
ing thousands of players battling for 
prize money and qualification for larger 
purse tournaments, as well as millions 
of viewers who watch the games online 
in real time. The games rotate as new 
titles are released, but at the live events, 
the main attraction is to see dueling 
players and teams in the flesh. The 
tournaments are akin to miniature con¬ 
ventions, bringing together players, fans 
and vendors. By the end of MLG Ana¬ 
heim 2014, more than 18,000 attendees 
will have visited the Convention Cen¬ 


ter, and more than 2 million will have 
watched the event online. 

And while some players are seeded 
based on their performance in previous 
qualifiers, the glut of the competition 
enters through the tournament’s open 
bracket, mostly amateurs who’ve spent 
years perfecting their craft to face off 
against hundreds of others for a chance at 
getting into the main tournament—and to 
live the gaming dream. 

MLG Anaheim 2014’s doors opened Fri¬ 
day at 11 a.m., three hours before the start 
of any broadcast matches, so that players 
could warm up with quickie games and 
fans could mingle with vendors and fight 
for seating. But even that early, players 
knew about MLG’s Internet stutters. 

Alex “Guitarcheese” Tarkoff, a skinny, 
19-year-old, Aliso Viejo resident, was one 
of them. “I didn’t play until 7:15,” he says, 
five hours after his scheduled game time. 


"I wasn’t at all warmed up anymore.” 

Luckily for Tarkoff, he’s one of the 
best StarCraft II players in the United 
States. He easily blows by his first 
opponent, winning two games to zero 
(competitive StarCraft II matches are 
regularly played in best-of-three or 
best-of-five series that last about half an 
hour, with players gathering resources 
and building armies to vanquish their 
enemies). He does the same to the next, 
then runs into a Korean player who flew 
to Anaheim specifically for the tourna¬ 
ment. Tarkoff loses two close games and 
drops to the lower bracket, where he 


will beat two more players before hitting 
another Korean, who knocks him out. 
Tarkoff finishes the tournament 29th out 
of 268, the highest finish for an Ameri¬ 
can open-bracket player. 

Despite his talent and promising fin¬ 
ish, Tarkoff doesn’t harbor any dreams of 
going full-time. He plays for hours every 
week and has won $3,000 in prize money 
and salary in the year and a half he has 
played competitively, but Tarkoff works 
full-time and is preparing to transfer out 
of Irvine Valley College. "I’m not playing 
to be a professional,” he says. "I’m playing 
because I have time to play and I happen 
to be doing okay at it. I’m passionate about 
it, but I also understand I have to focus 
on real life.... I wanted to be really good 
because it’s the competitive aspect that 
got me going, but I never looked at it like I 
was going to do this as a job. It’s not finan¬ 
cially secure to do that.” 


Less pragmatic players chase the siren 
song, but even getting to the skill level 
necessary to go professional is difficult 
in North America. The goal is signing 
with a team, and talent scouts scour MLG 
Anaheim during the weekend, popping 
into games and taking notes. Even if a 
player does sign to a team, life doesn’t get 
any easier. In the best cases, a team will 
offer a house in which players can live, 
eat and practice at no charge. Some play¬ 
ers are also afforded a small stipend and 
can make money by winning tournaments 
and through ad impressions. As with most 
professional sports, only the biggest stars 
make big money. 

"I got picked up by My Intent [Tar¬ 
koff’s first team] because they were 
recruiting and I asked to try out,” Tarkoff 
says. "They have you play their players to 
see how you fare, to see if you’ll be valu¬ 
able to have on their team. 

"Nowadays, I have enough relevance 
that they already know who I am,” he 
continues. "My most current team, 
Solaris, contacted me right off the 
bat with an offer. I made 
WCS Challenger [a large 
tournament organized by 
Blizzard] with a 10-0 
map score. I didn’t 
drop a game to 
anyone on my way 
up.... I was 
contacted 
shortly 
after that.” 

By the 
time Tar¬ 
koff leaves 
MLG Ana¬ 
heim on the first day, it’s 1 a.m. 
Thousands of spectators have already 
filtered out, the room echoing any 
loud, percussive noise inside it. In the 
open-bracket area, a handful of players 
are still finishing games, attracting the 
remaining 50 or 60 kids mulling around, 
waiting for friends. 


D ay two of MLG Anaheim 
starts slowly. Players 
and their support staff 
arrive early in the morn¬ 
ing (comparatively early; 
the first matches start at 
11), but spectators filter in later, many not 
arriving until the afternoon. Fans of Call of 
Duty, a first-person shooter produced by 
Electronic Arts, are energetic and arrive 
first, but many of the StarCraft fans are 
still tired from the late night before. 

At MLG Anaheim, the collapse of the 
convention center’s Internet affected less 
than one-third of the event’s attendees; 
StarCraft II is the only game that requires 
an active Internet connection. MLG’s 
other main draw, Call of Duty, plays com¬ 
pletely fine offline. It also attracts more 
people: On the convention center floor, 
the Call of Duty stage demanded roughly 
the same amount of chairs as StarCraft II, 
but also featured bleacher seating erected 
just for the weekend. The middle stage 
featured representatives from the fight¬ 
ing-game community: Nintendo’s Super 
Smash Bros. Melee, Injustice: Gods Among 
Us and Microsoft’s Killer Instinct. 

The tournament com¬ 
pletely transforms the 
center, a building 
better-suited to host 
regional volleyball 
tournaments, trade 
shows and faith heal¬ 
ings. For MLG, the 
sprawling complex 
turns into some¬ 
thing resembling 
Zion during 
the rave scene 
in the second 
Matrix film: low lighting, thumping dance 
music, crane-mounted cameras that arc 
over the spectacle. Thousands of teenag¬ 
ers and twentysomethings crowd around 
three separate stages or meander through 
the main hall, where they can look over

merchandise, get autographs, play games, 
or listen to vaguely hip-lookingyoungish 
adults talk about the negatives of tobacco 
(TheTruth, an anti-tobacco nonprofit, is 
one of the event’s most visible vendors, 
and its staff is the pushiest). On two of 
the event’s three days, a Darth Vader and 
Princess Leia wandered the floor—they 
weren’t fans, but rather actors hired to 
help sell headsets. 

In the center of it all is two-tiered scaf¬ 
folding that MLG brings in just for the 
weekend. On the top floor, professional 
gamers and shoutcasters (game speak for 
commentators) participate in role-playing 
games or livestream so that spectators at 


matches. Many of the fans were teenagers 
or just hitting puberty when StarCraft: 
Broodwar, StarCraft IBs predecessor, was 
released in 1998. The relative affluence of 
the players also means it’s the game with 
the biggest prize pots. 

In contrast, Call of Duty’s followers 
tend to be younger. Many of them grew 
up playing first-person shooters on the 
computer— Counter-Strike and Quake— 
but more discovered rifles and pistols on 
home video-game consoles after playing 
the original Halo in 2001 on the Xbox 
or Halo 2 in 2004. Their game is much 
faster-paced: two teams dash around, con¬ 
stantly firing guns and throwing grenades 
on maps modeled after favelas, airports 
and war zones. The rounds usually last 
less than five minutes, and the matches 
rarely longer than 15.

home can get to better know their celebri¬ 
ties; below that is a VIP-only bar area, with 
a complimentary cheese-and-fruit plate. 

In the rest of the hall, one-quarter of 
the floor is roped off for the event’s open 
bracket, the portion of the tournament 
that’s untelevised and anyone can enter. 
The atmosphere there is calmer than in 
the rest of the venue. Regular fans aren’t 
allowed behind the rope; the space is 
reserved for players, their managers and 
team professionals. It offers a place for 
those in the industry to schmooze and for 
rookies to get attention in hopes of signing 
with a team. 

Though eSports fans may appear to 
the mainstream as a giant group of nerds, 
attendees fracture into small factions as in 


Then there’s the fighting-game com¬ 
munity, the group that stands out the most 
at these events. Featuring titles that have 
players pick a character to go one-on-one 
against, players and fans are easily the 
most diverse, largely working-class Lati¬ 
nos, African-Americans and whites who 
honed their skills at urban arcades. The 
energy around their matches is closer to 
that of a rap battle than either the strategy 
or first-person-shooter scenes. While Call 
of Duty and StarCraft opponents sit either 
across from each other, separated by com¬ 
puters or a table, or in private, soundproof 
booths, fighting-game matches are played 
with competitors sitting directly next to 
each other, with either fight sticks on their 
laps or a controller in their hands. Specta-

any other subculture, split mainly by the 
games they play and watch. StarCraft fans 
tend to be the oldest, wealthiest and most

side bets; the most popular players can 
count on a posse to follow them around.

is best illustrated by their most famous 
shoutcasters, all of whom were work¬ 
ing at MLG Anaheim. Call of Duty had 
Chris “Puckett” Puckett, a 28-year-old 
white guy with slightly spiky hair who 
has worked with MLG for longer than a 
decade. On the first day of the event, he 
wore a too-big gray suit with heavy shoul¬ 
der pads, a blue shirt and a patterned tie. 
StarCraft had Kansas native Sean Plott, 
whose outfit was more somber, at least 
above the waist. He wore a white shirt 
with a plain black tie and a black jacket, 
but below his desk and out of the view of 
the cameras were jeans and flipflops. The 
fighting-game community has Wynton 
“Prog” Smith, a 27-year-old black man in 
a perfectly fitted tweed jacket and stark, 
square-framed glasses. 

Smith announces games confidentially, 
buoyed by years of experience and swagger. 
While detailing plays, he hypes the audi¬ 
ence with ease. His instructional knowl¬ 
edge is an asset, but the best thing about 
his casting is how effortlessly he energizes 
his audiences, pushing them to their feet. 

“I don’t hear the West Coast talking,” 
Smith, who has East Coast roots, says 
mockingly, as the West Coast-vs.-East 
Coast battle nears its end, his team losing 
badly. West Coast fans cheer immediately. 
“East Coast, you guys are still here?” 

The few East Coast fans still pay¬ 
ing attention do their best to 
overwhelm their opponents, 
launching into a full chant. 

On the second day of the tour¬ 
nament, it was the fighting-game 
fans who dominated the floor. Doz¬ 
ens of attendees gather around an 
old cathode-ray television, used 
because it can display fighting- 
game action with virtually no 
delay. The crowd is in the tourna¬ 
ment’s open-bracket area, a space 
normally off-limits to non-players. No 
one is wearing a lanyard that would 
mark him or her as a competitor or 
coach, but everyone is watching the 
same thing. 

Jeffrey “Axe” Williamson, 
a charismatic 19-year-old 
from Arizona dressed in a 
slightly oversized T-shirt and 


jeans, the flag of his home state draped 
across his back, is playing against Jason 
“Mew2King” Zimmerman, a 25-year-old 
who was at one point in the weekend 
nearly unbeatable at Super Smash Bros. 
Melee, a game in which players engage in 
hand-to-hand combat with different Nin¬ 
tendo characters. 

Last night, Axe and Mew2King briefly 
faced off during an hour-long team match 
between the East and West coasts. Zim¬ 
merman had dismissed Williamson quickly, 
finishing off the beating that Williamson 
had just undergone by an earlier opponent. 

Now, it’s time for a rematch. 

“I can’t see anything,” a young man 
wearing a red T-shirt emblazoned with 
“West Coast” tells his friend, momentarily 
tiptoeing in an attempt to see over the 
three rows of standing viewers in front 
of him. He’s one of Axe’s fans, and last 
night, he joined in on the “A-Z” chant that 
pushed Williamson to victory. 

They’re standing on the outside of the 
yellow rope that divides the group of view¬ 
ers in half. To their left, people closer to 
the action start to mumble: Axe is staging 
a comeback against Mew2King, one of the 
projected champions of the tournament. 

A few minutes before, Axe was down two 
games in a best-of-five series, but now he’s 
tied it 2-2. They’re playing their last game. 

“Mew2King looks tilted,” someone in 
the crowd says. 

“He looks salty, too,” someone replies. 

Williamson and Zimmerman’s hands 

fly faster as the game reaches its final 
moments. The audience grows 
quieter; everyone is engrossed in 
the fight. 

And then, an explosion: Axe’s 
Pikachu, a character few others 
use because of his perceived 
weakness, has landed a killing 
blow on Mew2King’s Sheik, 
a character from The Legend 
ofZelda series. The crowd 
roars as Axe jumps; his combo 
just made Mew2King’s character 
go through its death throe and fly 
off the screen. 

Everyone’s yelling excitedly. 

The convention center staffer in 
charge of making sure only play¬ 
ers enter the area turns around 
and is shocked to see such a 
large group. 

“You guys can’t be here,” she 










































says to no one in particular. She attempts to 
shoo them away but gives up after five sec¬ 
onds, instead cording off their section. 

Mew2King says something to Axe, then 
storms away from the crowd. 

“What’d he say to you?” one of Axe’s 
fans ask him. 

Smiling, the adrenalin and endorphins 
still racing through his veins, Axe replies, 
but most people can’t hear him over the 
excited crowd. One of his crew, though, has 
an idea: “I’m pretty sure he said Mew2King 
felt like he was cheated,” he says. 

Axe will finish the tournament tied for 
fifth and take home $1,000. Mew2King 
will end up placing third after crushing 
Axe in a second rematch. He wins $2,250. 

he third day of MLG Anaheim 
begins with more energy than 
the second. The crowd is even 
more excited: The qualifying 
games are over, seeds have 
been determined, and the 
championship brackets are finally set. Peo¬ 
ple arrive earlier. By the end of today, MLG 
Anaheim’s champions will be crowned. 

The chairs closest to the stage fill hours 
before the finals. Games move at a quick 
clip, previous hiccups having been worked 
out. Each stage now has an extra camera 
crew and an interviewer ready to speak 
with whoever comes out on top. Each of the 
three stages has a corresponding trophy; a 
heavy acrylic block shaped into the MLG 
logo: a red, white and blue game controller. 


Joseph “MangO” Marquez is crowned 
Smash champion, taking the trophy home 
for the United States. He placed above 320 
other players and won $5,000. “I can’t 
even explain how good it feels,” he says. “I 
knew the one thing missing on my resume 
was an MLG title_My career feels ful¬ 

filled now.” 

Cho “Trap” Sung Ho takes the Star- 
Craft II championship. To get to Anaheim, 
he beat 31 of the best Korean players at a 
qualifier; here, he placed above 267 other 
players, taking a $15,000 purse. It was his 
first major win. “To be honest, I’m just so 
happy,” he says through a translator. “This 
is my first time winning something, being 
a champion. I’m just extremely happy.” 

Evil Geniuses, a team based out of the 
United States, is proclaimed champion of 
Call of Duty, beating its archrivals Optic in 
the finals. “We hate losing to Optic ... so 
to be able to beat them in a series like that 
is really satisfying,” Tyler “TeePee” Pol- 
chow says. “A lot of work went into this 
tournament, and it paid off.” 

The event wraps up by 9 p.m. on Sun¬ 
day, and though the attendees go home, 
the players and much of the staff involved 
in running the event head to the unoffi¬ 
cial after-party. 

But there’s a problem: lack of commu¬ 
nication. The original location, Fire and 
Ice at the nearby Anaheim GardenWalk, 
closes at 10 p.m. People arrive to find a 
mostly empty restaurant. After multiple 
texts, calls and tweets, partygoers begin

congregating at the Anaheim Hilton’s 
hotel bar. Though not an official after- 
party, players, corporate staff and fans 
show up—hundreds in total. The staff 
there, two bartenders and a barback, is 
completely unprepared. 

The rest of the hotel is eerily quiet. 
Families heading to bed after a day at Dis¬ 
neyland pass the gamers with confused 
looks. The soft jazz filling the atrium is 
soon drowned out by conversation. 

Players in mismatched jerseys embrace. 
They buy rounds of drinks, waiting for 
nearly half an hour as the bartenders work 
their way through all the orders. The 
drinks are simple: Adios Mother Fuckers, 


Long Island ice teas, vodka cranberries. 

The few fans who found the after-party 
wander around starstruck. They spend 
much of night just gawking at these gam¬ 
ing stars acting like normal people. 

By 1:30 a.m., the bar’s closing time, 
many of the attendees have left for home 
or gone to private parties in the hotel. 
Many of the players will drink too much 
and recount the tales of their hangovers 
on social media the next day. Most will get 
back on airplanes, some of them heading 
immediately to other tournaments. 

It’s not a forever lifestyle, but hey, it 
works for now.

Santa Ana Revival 

Former Crosby chef Aron Habiger triumphantly returns to OC at the North Left

he North Left is what replaced 
the Crosby, which closed 
abruptly earlier this year in 
the wake of a tragic beating 
death that occurred outside its doors. But 
for all intents, the North Left is the same 
restaurant Phil Nisco, Chris Alfaro and 
Marc Yamaoka opened some six years ago, 
even if it doesn’t look like it. Yes, the boom 
boxes are gone, and the tagger graffiti in the 
restroom has been painted over. And where 
there were D J turntables, there’s now a 
couch and an animal-skin rug. It no longer 
has the vibe of a rebellious teenager’s bed¬ 
room. Instead, it has embraced a hunting- 
lodge motif that even your waitress admits 
is “more grown-up.” But look into its eyes 
and deep into its soul, and you realize the 
North Left is still the Crosby, the trailblaz- 
ing restaurant and bar that led the way for 
others of its hipster kind. 

The Crosby was constantly adjusting its 
menu and reinventing itself, so the North 
Left is just another evolutionary step. Aron 
Habiger remains the cook, still wowing you 
with some dishes and leaving you scratch¬ 
ing your head with others. 

But almost everything Habiger serves 
now seems to aim for extra-credit points. 
The Starving Artist grilled cheese you may 
remember having at the Crosby a few years 
ago? Gone. The simplest dish these days is 
the fries, served in a pail with homemade 
ketchup and a garlic-spiked aioli. Even 
here, Habiger has done something special 
with the potatoes; there’s not a brown spot 
anywhere. Each spear is eerily perfect and 
blond. And with each bite you encounter a 
crispy crust that yields to an interior cream¬ 


iness that’s almost liquid. Curious, you ask 
one of the servers how they’re made. He 
confirms what you suspected: The potatoes 
are par-fried, then frozen, then fried again. 

The most noticeable change is in food 
presentation. The North Left favors wood 
for plating: cutting boards, chopping blocks 
and honest-to-goodness rounds cut from 
a once-living tree. The most dramatic 
uses are for the “share” plates that start at 
$36 for the chicken, $40 for the pork and 
$55 for the steak. The pork plate arrives 
on a tree cross-section with the bark still 
attached, resembling something you’d 
slide into a den of lions. Five thick pieces of 
loin are roasted to a snowy whiteness and 
served alongside a beige pile of carnitas 
Habiger used to stuff into his tortas. He 
calls it a “confit” these days, but you know 
carnitas when you taste it, and Habiger’s 
is so good you wish there were some salsa 
to be had instead of the bourbon barbecue 
sauce and peach marmalade he plopped 
around the platter. 

If you want carnitas but don’t want to 
commit the $40, there’s the boar, which 
is also essentially carnitas, except packed 
into hockey pucks, seared, and served with 
beans and some of the best cooked cab¬ 
bage you’ll ever have. Habiger also does 
an excellent sea bream, which resembles a 
camp-cooked, whole roasted fish until you 
realize all the bones have been removed and 
the head detached. The fish is served on 
a cutting board with sauce spirals, singed 
cauliflower and pickled onions. 

Then there are the scallops, which 
Habiger cooks well but overpowers with 
a salty mix of chorizo and corn. He adds 


popcorn for texture, but that’s not even the 
most beguiling part of the dish. He finishes 
by drizzling olive oil all over the chop¬ 
ping block. The oil is promptly absorbed 
by the wood and becomes nothing but a 
weird-looking grease spot. Another head- 
scratcher: Habiger carefully removes the 
fibrous skin from the asparagus he serves 
with his crispy salmon belly dish, sous-vid- 
ing the spears in Wagyu beef fat for what’s 
possibly the best asparagus of your life—but 
then he uses what seems like the nearly 
inedible asparagus skin shavings for a salad. 

Habiger is faultless with other vegeta¬ 
bles. There’s a lively bowl of green garbanzo 
beans that sparkles with salt, garlic, chile 
and mint. And you won’t encounter a more 
thoughtful mushroom dish than the one in 
which he smokes maitakes, sautes the scal¬ 
lop-like rounds of king oyster mushrooms 
in Wagyu beef fat, and ties the whole thing 
together with a shiitake espuma, a foamy 
wonder out of Top Chef. 

But apart from the cosmetic and Hab¬ 
iger’s ante-uping meals, what’s really new 
at the revived restaurant is Ashley Guzman, 
the pastry chef, who immediately announces 
her Filipina roots with what’s possibly the 
first halo-halo served in downtown Santa 
Ana. Yes, the Crosby may be gone, but its 
soul remains in this reincarnation, and with 
that halo-halo, if s even sweeter.

Mexi-Maestro 

T amarindo Truck doesn't need this 
review. Its already a popular luxe 
lonchera, finding a loyal following with its 
twists on Mexican food using organic pro¬ 
duce and meats. I've delayed reviewing it 
because the owners recognized me while 
I was standing in line shortly upon the 
truck's opening a couple of years ago, and 
I didn't want them to treat me differently 
in anyway. Thankfully, I've had people 
buy me meal after meal to keep tabs on 
Tamarindo. And I'm happy to finally report 
on the goods: Mexico City-style quesadil- 
las, spectacular hard-shell potato tacos 
that take the Lenten standard and brighten 
them with epazote and quesillo, scintil¬ 
lating ceviche that isn't always available 
because chef/owner Pedro Resendiz uses 
responsibly caught fish. And while the 
lard-free tamales seem like a gimmick, 
hold judgement until you bite into the fluffy, 
moist masa—even your abuelita from El 
Porvenir would approve. There's none of 
the baroque Chicano creations of Taco 
Maria here; this is delicious, responsible 
food like you'd find at home with a bunch 
of drunk cousins or second-generation 
Chicanas rooting on EITri. 

True to its name, Tamarindo offers 
aguasfrescas—the namesake is 
appropriately tart, but I always order the 
blackberry-lime when it's available. But 
where Tamarindo towers over the com¬ 
petition is in tackling tortas. As I've previ¬ 
ously written in this column and lectured 
in public, this Mexican sandwich is going 
to be America's Next Big Mexican Meal, 
ready to join nachos, Mission burritos and 
Korean tacos in the pantheon of must-eat 
Mexican. Tamarindo gets all the essential 
parts of a torta: that the bolillo must be 
toasted, must soak up any juice, must not 
crumble yet be strong enough to contain 
layer upon layers of ingredients. It gets that 
veggies are not just an afterthought, but 
essential to a torta, playing as important a 
role as cheese and meat. And the meats— 
from crispy milanesa to succulent brisket 
marinated in pasilla salsa to slow-roasted 
pork that plays the line between carnitas 
and cochinita pibil perfectly to a chorizo- 
and-cheese combo that's like a queso 
fundido sandwich, Resendiz and his wife, 
Sarah (who handles the back end), should 
open a Mexican barbecue spot as his next 
project. And you will have one, i /erdad?

MJoe AT TAPS Fish 
House & Brewery 

E very delicious beer has a compelling 
tale behind it. I first noticed MJoe at a 
recent beer festival in OC. However, this 
is the second summer Victor Novak of 
TAPS Fish House & Brewery is serving his 
ale. Novak brewed a beer at Dock Street 
Brewery in Philadelphia back in the '90s 
with a fellow Svensk brewer called Mjod 
(pronounced Myoord), which is Swedish 
for mead. Ratherthan add honey to the boil, 
he decided to add it on the cold side prior 
to fermentation (where it would lose a lot of 
its character) to retain its aroma and flavor. 
This sold extremely well, but in typical dumb- 
American fashion, most people pronounced 
it "EM-jod." 

Last summer, TAPS owner Joe Manzella 
requested a new summer ale, preferably 
one brewed with honey. Novak remembered 
this beer and, in a tip of the hat to Manzella, 
decided to this time call it MJoe. 


THE DRINK 

MJoe finishes light, smooth and refreshing. 
The base beer is essentially TAPS' Kolsch, 
but with lower bittering units. Manzella 
provided raw orange-blossom honey from 
the Massey Honey Co. in Yorba Linda; it's 
fresh and prominent on the nose and palate 
(without lingering too long). This year, but 
Novak added a bit of Massey's wildflower 
honey as well. Available through July, this 
straw-colored wheat ale is easy like Sunday 
morning—yes, we had to go there.

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Ape-pocalypse Now 

It’s the rise of the dawn of a stellar sequel

W ho knows why, but the 

sight of apes sitting tall and 
proud on horseback is stir¬ 
ring in a primal way. That’s 
one of the best images in Matt Reeves’ 
Dawn of the Planet of the Apes, the sequel 
to the enormously successful 2011 Rise of 
the Planet of the Apes (directed by Rupert 
Wyatt), in which a bunch of chimps, after 
breathing in a vaporized version of a spe¬ 
cial serum, become super-smart and break 
out of chimp jail, running roughshod over 
the Golden Gate Bridge and scurrying to 
eternal safety in the Redwood forest. If 
you’ve seen the first movie, or even if you 
haven’t, you may wonder if a Rise shouldn’t 
actually come after a Dawn. Or perhaps 
they should occur simultaneously? 

No matter: Dawn of the Planet of the 
Apes is a much better and far less silly 
movie than its predecessor. It lives so 
confidently in its invented universe that 
you almost believe a society of apes could 
thrive on the outskirts of San Francisco, 
with the little ones learning their alphabet 
by scrutinizing letters scrawled on the 
face of a rock, and the big ones casting 
deeply meaningful looks at one another 
when they’re not communicating via sign 
language and the occasional spoken word. 
The hero of Rise, a noble chimp named 


Caesar (played, via motion-capture tech¬ 
nology, by Andy Serkis), returns in Dawn. 
Caesar is now the leader of ape society, 
which has superseded that of humans after 
a deadly virus has wiped out most of the 
world’s population. The apes seem to be 
doing okay in the forest, and Caesar, who 
was raised by human beings (his mom was 
a lab chimp), has almost forgotten how 
much he used to enjoy the company of 
people. Then a ragtagbunch of human sur¬ 
vivors show up, led by Jason Clarke’s Mal¬ 
colm, with his wife, Ellie (Keri Russell, as 
always a sweet, grounding presence), and 
son, Alexander (Kodi Smit-McPhee), in 
tow. There’s also a guy named Carver (Kirk 
Acevedo), who at one point very help¬ 
fully announces, “Okay, I’m the asshole.” 
Because he is the asshole, the schmuck 
who distrusts peaceful Caesar and his fel¬ 
low chimps and thinks the best thing to 
do is to blam them away with automatic 
weapons. Even so, it turns out the schem¬ 
ing chimp Koba (Toby Kebbell) may be the 
apes’ worst enemy, and a villainous human 
named Dreyfus (Gary Oldman) shows up 
now and then to further stir the pot. 

Dawn of the Planet of the Apes doesn’t 
cut particularly deep, even though Caesar 
occasionally utters soulful words such as 
“home” and “family.” (His wife has just 


given birth to an adorable ape infant with 
Keane-painting eyes, and he also has an 
older son, played by Nick Thurston, who 
learns valuable lessons about leadership 
and humility and all that good stuff.) But 
at least Dawn has the distinction of being 
a summer spectacle that respects its audi¬ 
ence instead of just pummeling it into sub¬ 
mission. Reeves—who previously directed 
the lo-fi sci-fi drama Cloverfield, as well as 
Let Me In, the superb English-language 
remake of the Swedish emo-vampire 
chiller Let the Right One In— never allows 
the movie’s scale, colossal as it is, to over¬ 
whelm the story. Though it was filmed 
in 3-D, the movie probably doesn’t have 
to be seen in that format for maximum 
enjoyment. In fact, 3-D technology, with 
its slightly murky tones, probably doesn’t 
do Dawn any favors. I kept peering at 
the screen through those cheap plastic 
glasses, wishing I could somehow get a 
cleaner, more colorful view of the apes’ 
silvery fur or the skeleton stripes march¬ 
ing across their chests. 

Still, Reeves does so much right. He’s 
deft at navigating the movie’s action, 
including lots of acrobatic chimp-vs.- 
chimp combat. There’s an unnerving and 
exhilarating sequence in which those apes 
on horseback charge into the city from the 


forest, pissed as hell. A few chimps and 
horses also stride, peacefully this time, 
through one of the picture’s most majestic 
sequences, in which electrical power is 
restored to an old gas station. An excited 
human wastes no time cranking up the 
tunes: The song is the Band’s version of 
“The Weight,” and for a moment, apes 
and humans pause to take some pleasure 
in the sound, which drifts through the 
night like a laid-back cricket symphony. 

And this time around, Serkis seems to 
have slipped even more comfortably into 
the role of Caesar. I wasn’t a fan of Serkis’ 
ape portrayal in Rise of the Planet of the 
Apes, though it was probably the technol¬ 
ogy that held him back. Caesar was clearly 
supposed to look winsome and thoughtful, 
but even when he was doing something 
sweet, such as clambering into his sur¬ 
rogate daddy’s arms for a cuddle, I found 
Serkis’ eyes, shining through that fake-ape 
face, to be piercing and hostile-looking. 
They’re much more expressive here, even 
if they do reflect essentially one emo¬ 
tion: Sadness, for man- and apekind alike, 
weighs heavily on Caesar’s furry shoul¬ 
ders. The movie ends on a surprisingly 
somber note, particularly for a summer 
blockbuster. Human beings, as always, are 
their own worst enemies, but an ape uto¬ 
pia isn’t so easy to achieve, either.

A MILLION WAYS TO DIE IN THE WEST 

Seth MacFarlane is the closest thing we've 
got to Mel Brooks, a manic comic who 
empties a six-shooter at the screen in every 
scene hoping that at least a couple bullets 
hit. He wrote, directed, and stars in the 
ruthlessly funny A Million Ways to Die in 
the West, yet despite it being head-to-tails 
his project, he sometimes feels layered on 
top of the film like Roger Rabbit on a live- 
action world. Oddly, or perhaps cannily, that 
works to his advantage. His character, a 
bachelor shepherd named Albert, doesn't 
want to fit into 1882 Arizona, a nasty place 
where people die from snakes, cholera, 
bulls, fast-moving tumbleweeds, exploding 
daguerreotypes, falling ice blocks, bad 
medicine, flatulence, and, of course, each 
other. Groans Albert, "We should all just 
wear coffins for clothes." Pre-mass-media 
and seemingly pre-literacy, the towns¬ 
people are so ignorant that Gilbert Gottfried 
is able to pass himself off as Abraham 
Lincoln. On the night he plans to flee for 
San Francisco, Albert befriends a tomboy 
beauty named Anna (Charlize Theron) who 
convinces him to stick around for a week. 
Since she's secretly married to a murder¬ 
ous outlaw (Liam Neeson), the pair are 
free to do something truly unusual for any 
Hollywood genre: pal around as platonic 
friends. (At least for a while.) It's hard to 
pin down how MacFarlane conceives of 
himself. '"I'm not the hero," Albert insists. 


"I'm the guy in the crowd making fun of the 
hero's shirt." But MacFarlane can't resist 
trying do to both, as if, deep inside of him¬ 
self, he wants to be a real boy after all—an 
actor who might conceivably one day be 
cast in a movie without a fart joke. (R) Amy 
Nicholson.

AMERICA: IMAGINE THE WORLD 
WITHOUT HER Here are triumphant 
moments of recent history seen in the 
climactic montage of America, the lat¬ 
est "America's perfect!"/" America's 
doomed!" pant load from felonious troll 
Dinesh D'Souza: Jackie Robinson rounding 
home. Ronald Reagan and the Berlin Wall. 
Boxed copies of Windows 95 bouncing 
down an assembly line. How did D'Souza 
resist including the first time Clippy the 
Office Assistant helped a patriot format 
a resume? It's easy to pick on the ill- 
considered details. The sad thing is that 
America's central thesis is risible, too: 
Radical-minded professors like Howard 
Zinn and Noam Chomsky have, through the 
techniques Saul Alinsky learned from Al 
Capone, succeeded in making millions of 
black Americans, Native Americans, poor 
Americans, and liberal Americans ashamed 
of the darkest parts of American history. 
D'Souza, of course, considers that reaction¬ 
ary madness, and he gets ex-professor 
Ward Churchill to say on camera that, yeah, 
it might be morally justified to nuke this 
country today. The implication, of course, is 
that Churchill is saying what the president 
secretly believes, a point D'Souza makes 
by putting together one of those who's- 
connected-to-whom photo collages that 
helps movie cops bust up crime rings. Trace 
it out, and Capone begets Obama—and 
Hillary, too. D'Souza insists that anyone 
who still worries over these injustices fails 


to recognize that America is at heart a 
force of good in this world—that it's impos¬ 
sible to believe that Andrew Jackson killed 
too many Indians and that the ideals set 
down in the Declaration of Independence 
are worth striving toward. Being a dope, 
D'Souza even attempts to prove that those 
injustices—"the indictments of America," 
in his words—aren't any big deal at all.

EARTH TO ECHO Earth to Echo is a slender 
kiddie flick about a quartet of preteens 
and their palm-sized alien pal that's at 
once bland, well-intentioned, and utterly 
terrifying about the mental development of 
modern children. As in the most honest kids 
films, our heroes admit to being isolated, 
unhappy, and cowed by the adult world. 
Their Nevada suburb will be torn down 
tomorrow, scattering these best friends— 
braggadocios Tuck (the one-named Astro 
from X-Factoi), cowardly Munch (Reese 
Hartwig) and unthreateningly handsome 
Alex (Teo Halm)—to different schools, and 
plucking the cute blonde (Ella Wahlestedt) 
they all crush on out of their universe 
before she even knew they shared one. On 
their last night together, the guys dupe their 
parents with a fake slumber party, reroute 
the grown-ups' incoming calls to Munch's 
cell, and bike into the desert to track down 
a blinking treasure mysteriously beamed to 
their smartphone maps. Tuck has brought 
along a video camera—what's the point 
of meeting an alien if there's no record on 
YouTube? Director Dave Green is less a 
feature filmmaker than a juggler of screens. 
The found-footage gimmick— Earth to 
Echo's background canvas—is simply a 
gateway that allows for the visual short¬ 
hand of the boys shoving their phones at 
the lens. Instead of plunging into the woods, 
they stare at their GPS while swashbuck¬ 
ling through strip malls. Occasionally, Green 
zooms out for the Google Earth view of their 
quest, complete with an arrow pointing 
toward their location. The result feels both 
techno-immediate and emotionally distanc¬ 
ing: There are so many cameras between 
us and the action that it's like attending a 
Pink Floyd laser light show and watching 
the magic through the recorder on your 
iPhone. (PG) Amy Nicholson. Countywide. 

THE FAULT IN OUR STARS In life, its 
cancer's job to try to kill you. In fiction, 
it's cancer's job to make you cry. In John 
Green's ferociously popular young-adult 
novel The Fault in Our Stars, cancer does 
its job like a pro. Without being too maudlin 
or sticky, it effectively opens up the cathar¬ 
tic flow. You'd hope that 35-year-old director 
Josh Boone's film adaptation, which hews 
close to the book, should do the same. But 
something gets stuck in the pipeline: The 
Fault in Our Stars doesn't quite capture 
the discreetly twisted humor, or the muted 
anger, of Green's book, and its problems 
can be attributed to a constellation of little 
annoyances rather than any one serious, 
North Star-size flaw. Shailene Woodley 
plays Hazel Grace Lancaster, a 17-year-old 
whose lungs have betrayed her—as she 
puts it, they suck at being lungs. Her illness 
will kill her sooner than later. Augustus 
Waters (Ansel Elgort) is a philosophical ex¬ 
basketball player with a tendency toward 
grandiose pronouncements. She's cautious 
about letting their attraction blossom into 
a love affair; she doesn't want to leave 
Augustus with a hole in his heart when 
she's gone. Her resolve doesn't last, and it 
shouldn't, leading to a highly dubious first 
kiss way upstairs at the Anne Frank House 
in Amsterdam. Where else? Woodley is an 
appealing actress, though she needs to be 
reeled back in her big, dramatic moments, 


when her voice hits the high, nut-busting 
notes of a hectoring chipmunk. Elgort can't 
navigate his soliloquies without sounding 
annoying and pompous. But there are 
certain aspects of this half-dreamy, half- 
earthbound romance that Boone gets just 
right, and sometimes a good cry is just what 
the doctor ordered. (PG-13) Stephanie 
Zacharek. Countywide. 

MALEFICENT Boil Maleficent down to one 
newt's nose-size piece of advice and you'd 
get this: Don't dump Angelina Jolie. As seen 
through director Robert Stromberg's lens, 
the antlered arch-villain of Sleeping Beauty 
is a sympathetic scorned woman, equal 
parts Gloria Gaynor, Princess Diana, and 
Lorena Bobbitt, with a dash of Euripedes' 
Medea thrown in for class. The cad is 
an ambitious thief named Stefan (Sharlto 
Copley), who romances Maleficent for 
several decades until he betrays her for the 
chance to become king. And so she does 
what any wounded woman would: curse 
his baby daughterto an inescapable coma. 
Like Oz the Great and Powerful, Maleficent 
considers itself a revisionist fairy tale that 
spins a demonized witch into a feminist 
icon. Hardly. Both movies hinge on the idea 
that being rejected by one dude is enough 
to make any girl nuts. At least in Wicked, 
the witch turned evil because of her 
politics. Still, Jolie carries her embittered 
witch with the dignity of Nefertiti. She rarely 
speaks, preferring to sulk and scream. The 
effects team has enhanced the actress' 
otherworldly beauty: the cheekbones jut out 
like cliffs; the green eyes glow. For a chil¬ 
dren's movie, Maleficent makes one hell of 
a Vogue pictorial, eschewing the breakneck 
pacing expected of a PG Disney flick for 
the art-house rhythms of Jean Cocteau. Yet 
Maleficent suffers from the same problem 
that's sandbagged Jolie's career: Her direc¬ 
tors shoot her like a goddess, but set her in 
a world that treats her like an urchin. Jolie's 
films never hurdle that key contradic¬ 
tion—the filmmakers' joy at photographing 
such beauty versus her need to prove that 
she's more than a pretty face. (PG) Amy 
Nicholson. Countywide. 

TAMMY It's a relief, after the wretched 
Identity Thief, to see movies whose mak¬ 
ers love Melissa McCarthy as much as 
audiences do. Identity Thiefs comic cen¬ 
terpiece was predicated on the idea that 
McCarthy having sex is a hilarious gross- 
out, like she's the pie Jason Biggs once 
had to fuck. Half an hour later, McCarthy's 
defiantly horny slob got a makeover and a 
new wardrobe, and the movie presented 
this new housebroken McCarthy as if it had 
discovered something we didn't already 
know: This crazy woman's actually worthy 
of love! We know, you idiots. Tammy, on the 
other hand, loves McCarthy too much, but 
it's obliged to: Her husband did direct, after 
all. Here McCarthy—who co-wrote with 
spouse Ben Falcone—plays dumb rather 
than badass. Her Tammy is a small-town 
schlump so addlebrained she's never heard 
of Neil Armstrong, doesn't know how to 
pronounce "Mark Twain," and decides the 
best way to scare up a couple grand in a 
crisis is to hold up a fast-food joint. When 
you see her gliding along on a Jet Ski, you 
know she'll be crashing it immediately, 
which might be why Tammy doesn't even 
bother showing exactly what happens, 
opting instead for sloppy cutting and some 
screams. Even if all that were funny, Tammy 
would still be a tough sit. Falcone's film is 
an unsteady mix of broad comedy and indie 
heart, asking us first to roar at Tammy's 
ignorance and outrageousness and then 
to be moved at this lovable misfit muddling 
toward love, maturity, and a better life. It's 
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like if Sideways starred Ron Burgundy: 

Who could believe in his minor emotional 
growth? (R) Alan Scherstuhl. Countywide. 

THINK LIKE A MAN TOO Comedies about 
the battle of the sexes tend to have one 
clear loser: the audience. Driven by an 
oppositional view of romance that proved 
outmoded and seldom funny, Think Like a 
Man introduced us to six men living in Los 
Angeles and their corresponding flames. 
Some of these entanglements were new, 
others ongoing; all of them apparently left 
the door open for a follow-up. The sequel 
promises knee-slapping debauchery simply 
by virtue of taking place in Las Vegas. All 
together for the first time in months, the 
boisterous gang and their better halves 
descend on the desert for their respec¬ 
tive bachelor(ette) parties and a wedding. 
Would you believe me if I told you that 
nothing goes according to plan and they're 
thrown through the movie-Vegas wringer? 
Male strippers (is there anything funnier in 
a decisively hetero comedy?), a night in jail, 
and obligatory celebrity cameo all await. 
Kevin Hart, whose star power has risen 
considerably since appearing in the first 
film as Cedric, is given a more prominent 
role in this installment. Still, Think Like a 
Man Too is as bland and anonymous in 
practice as it is in on paper. Returning 
director Urn Story lays out the narrative 
wares with all the subtlety of a neon sign on 
the Strip, not that the screenplay from Keith 
Merryman and David A. Newman (who also 
co-wrote the first one) gives him much to 
work with. Taraji P. Henson is given about 
one-tenth as much to do as The Curious 
Case of Benjamin Button showed she's 
more than capable of, and Hart has yet 
to break the tradition of funny comedians 
making unfunny movies. (PG-13) Michael 
Nordine.

TRANSFORMERS: AGE OF 

EXTINCTION Believe it or not, during 
Transformers: Age of Extinction, Michael 
Bay's fourth rattling of the toy box, I felt one 
moment of transcendence. Three-fourths of 
the way through the punishing 165-minute 
runtime my brain left my body, crying out 
as it fled, "How could a space robot riding 
a fire-breathing metal T.rex be so boring?" 

It begins with thrilling stupidity, the revela¬ 
tion that the dinosaurs were murdered 
by evil cheeseburger-shaped spaceships 
who built their own car-shaped society 
from their bones, the literalization of fossil 
fuels. From there, Age of Extinction gets 
even more moronic. The events of the third 
film, in which Shia LaBeouf saved Chicago 
(fragments of it, at least) from Megatron, 
have become in this sequel America's new 
9/11. Thirteen-hundred civilians died that 
day, a rare instance of a movie giving a 
body count for the usual city-destroying 
smash-em-ups. MarkWahlberg plays a 
single dad and small-town inventor named 
Cade, who lives in a Disneyland version of 
Texas with his 17-year-old daughter Tessa 
(Nicola Peltz), one of those long-limbed, 
snub-nosed Southern girls shellacked with 
terrible pink lipstick. Also around: Cade's 
new scrap junk purchase, a bullet-riddled 
18-wheeler that just happens to be Optimus 
Prime in disguise. There isn't enough 
visual beauty to forgive the screenplay's 
ugliness, but Bay does brave a daring new 
standard in product placement. He doesn't 
just show a Bud Light truck—he wrecks 
it, scatters beer bottles across the road, 
and then has Mark pick one up and take a 
swig. It's so calculated, it gets a knowing 
laugh, as if the audience is relieved that 
at least there's one joke that doesn't insult 
their intelligence.

Spamalot makes its OC small-theater review at Maverick

W hat do you call a piece of 
musical theater written 
by a comedic genius who 
chose to cash in on the 
enormous success of people undoubtedly 
inspired by him? 

Spamalot. 

No one could blame Eric Idle for doing to 
the guys behind Family Guy, South Park and 
The Simpsons what they’d been doing to him 
and his fellow Monty Pythoners for years: 
injecting musical numbers into their off- 
center, satirical comedic fare. Music was a 
small part of Python’s success, but the num¬ 
bers included in films such as The Life of 
Brian and Monty Python and the Holy Grail 
give the troupe a place in the pantheon of 
cinematic musical comedy along such lumi¬ 
naries as the Marx Brothers, Mel Brooks 
and the Warner Brothers animation stable. 
But it wasn’t until the enormous success of 
animated TV series, which did more to keep 
the musical-comedy genre pinging on the 
pop-culture radar than anything vomiting 
from the mid-brow factory soup of Broad¬ 
way, that Idle decided to turn a large chunk 
of Python’s history into a stage musical. 

The result was Spamalot, a 2005 Tony 
Award-winning show that, much like the 
South Park-invigorated The Book of Mor¬ 
mon, was as much an irreverent skewering 
of Big Musical Theater as it was an homage. 
Idle tempered the characteristic irony and 
darker aspects of Python’s satire with con¬ 
stant pokes and nods to Broadway theater 
and popular music in general, complete 
with overenunciating divas and references 
to everything from West Side Story to Fid¬ 
dler On the Roof And while the freewheel¬ 
ing pastiche never quite created the synergy 
The Book of Mormon did, satirizing and 
embracing Broadway musical theater while 
becoming a solid musical in its own right, 
it’s still a fun ride that both lovers and hat¬ 
ers of musical theater can enjoy. 

And now, 10 years after it was created, the 
rights are finally available for small theaters, 
at least in Southern California, and Ful¬ 
lerton’s Maverick Theater is the first local 
place to produce it. While the results are a 
bit uneven in terms of technical and logistic 
elements, this Curtis Jerome-directed show 
captures the absurdity, campiness and droll 
wit of Idle and his Python mates. 

Anyone familiar with the 1975 film it’s 
based on, the aforementioned Grail, knows 
about the bumbling quest of King Arthur 
and his clueless Knights of the Round 
Table for the vessel that Jesus chugged 
from during his Last Supper. Idle, the only 
Python involved in Spamalot* s creation

(he got musical help from John Du Prez), 
incorporated a great deal of the film, but he 
seasoned it with other iconic Python refer¬ 
ences, from the obvious (Spam) to the not- 
so-much (The Ministry of Silly Walks). 

Jerome, who both directed and choreo¬ 
graphed, captures enough of Idle’s lunacy 
to please fans of the original, but he and his 
cast put their own spin on the proceedings. 
And while not everything works (the evis¬ 
ceration of the Black Knight is particularly 
clunky, and it’s difficult to hear the ensem¬ 
ble much of the time), the vigor and energy 
of the cast smooths out the rougher parts. 

As King Arthur, Brian Kojac, the founder 
of STAGEStheatre and veteran of scores of 
shows big and small, dons a three-tiered hat 
that those familiar with his work may never 
have seen: comedic song-and-dance man. 
Kojac is more than game, and while he’s not 
exactly the most polished singer or dancer, 
that actually underscores his character. This 
Arthur is not only a guy with charisma and 
intensity, but also one woefully ill-equipped 
to deal with the hapless knights he has 
chosen to unify Britain. If s Kojac’s quixotic 
fervor to get the job done that holds the 
ragtag collection of buffoons, as well as the 
story’s admittedly fragile spine, together. 

As Patsy, his right-hand man and faux 


horse, Robert Dean Nunez once again dis¬ 
plays his versatility, as do Alastair James 
Murden, who splits the role of Sir Robin 
with Kevin J. Garcia; Paul Preston, as the 
closeted Sir Galahad; and lyler Below, as 
the gallantly smug Sir Lancelot. A scene¬ 
stealing lyler McGraw, in a variety of roles, 
also shines, but the real gem of the support¬ 
ing cast is Charyia Bissonet, as the Lady of 
the Lake. Apparently, Bissonet is a profes¬ 
sional singer who hasn’t been on a musical- 
theater stage in more than 20 years. Even 
without that knowledge, her performance 
is stunning, both vocally and acting-wise. 

It’s a high point in a production with 
many. While some purists may consider 
this regurgitated Python (as Terry Gilliam 
reportedly called it), Jerome and his cast 
have produced a show that serves as both a 
fitting introduction to the frenetic imagina¬ 
tion of one of the indispensable members 
of a brilliant comedic ensemble, as well as 
a reminder of why you gave a shite in the 
first place.

E very year, California swallows thou¬ 
sands of newbies alive. The dreamers 
imagine they'll become the next big star 
after getting off the Greyhound in North 
Hollywood, not realizing their destiny as a 
waiter is just months away. Yet a Newport 
Beach-based clothing company found a 
way to capitalize on the eternal romance 
of the state, no matter how unintentional. 

"CA Limited actually began so I could 
fulfill another dream," says Brandon Sow¬ 
ers, its young, ambitious owner. "I run a 
tech company called Blabber. It's a new 
way to experience the web with your 
friends. But we needed more funding. So 
in 2013, we began by building a Facebook 
page called 'We Love California'to draw in 
an audience." 

Blabber now has hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of followers, many of whom idealize 
California from states or countries far 
away. "People want to come here to start 
over or be an actress or a musician," 
Sowers says. 

But Sowers and his business partner 
and wife, Elaina, don't represent the 
glamour that many of their followers 
believe they'll find in California. They run 
the business entirely out of their home. 
Their roommate is a graphic designer who 
helps Elaina crafttypographyfrom a home 
screen printer. 

The company has four lines: Camp, 
Coastal, Concrete and Cosmo. Each shirt 
plays with a classic symbol, from a take on 
the long-gone grizzly bearto a psychedelic 
poppy to an In-N-Out inspired design. 
Everything is available on the CA Limited 
website (calimited.com), as well as at Love 
and Whiskey, Toes On the Nose, and Bal¬ 
boa Surf and Sport. 

Ultimately, the Sowerses hope to sup¬ 
port indie musicians. "We can give them 
apparel for out on the road," Brandon 
says, "or use our huge network to raise 
money for their EP."

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Time Flies 

Superhero ska band the Aquabats celebrate turning 20

T he Aquabats are 20 this year. 

If that sounds crazy to you, 
imagine what that means to 
the band members: That’s two 
decades of tights-wearing, gravity-defying, 
villain-fighting, ska-playing shenanigans 
onstage. Led by MC Bat Commander and 
backed by Crash McLarson, Jimmy the 
Robot, Ricky Fitness and Eagle “Bones” 
Falconhawk, the superteam never really 
planned on staying together for this long. 
And yet here they are, middle-aged men in 
superhero costumes, entertaining kids and 
kids at heart everywhere. Guess the old 
adage is true: Time does fly when you’re 
having fun. 

Over the phone, the indefatigable MC 
Bat Commander (Christian Jacobs to 
you noobs)—lover of fast food, sporter of 
black, obsidian tooth and curly, drawn-on 
mustache—is pretty matter-of-fact about 
it. “We’ve never had any ambition to be a 
band; we were just having fun,” he says. 
“It’s pretty ridiculous and very absurd that 
we’ve been able to do this for 20 years. But 
... pretty cool, too.” 

The “we” includes a steadfast and loyal 
bunch of sidekicks/musicians. Bassist 
Chad Larson has been in the band since 
1994. Keyboardist James Briggs, since 1996. 
Drummer Richard Falomir joined in 2001, 
and guitarist Ian Fowles—the newest Aqua- 
bat—has been in the group since 2006. 
Jacobs says, “We all scratch our heads and 
ask ourselves, ‘How is it still happening?”’ 

Consider everything that goes on within 
an Aquabats show, and that headscratcher 
becomes even more of a mystery. Jacobs 
admits he still gets nervous before live 
shows, especially when thinking about the 


technical flow. “We have stage props and 
videos, and monsters come out,” he says. 
“Once you get onstage, you can’t say, Wait, 
cut, let’s do that over.’” 

Back in 1994, however, their perfor¬ 
mance challenges were quite different. 
“[When we started out,] we were definitely 
more on the defensive,” Jacobs says. Before 
riding on the third-wave-ska heyday, the 
Aquabats would perform at punk shows 
with hardcore bands such as the Whi- 
teKaps or HFL. ‘We’d be playing shows 
with these tough dude bands, and people 
would be angry, like, Why are these guys 
here? We hate them!’ 

“We used to provoke it a bit, too,” 
he added. 

Not that the Aquabats were ever vio¬ 
lent—quite the opposite, in fact. “Onstage, 
we’d tell them to go do their homework or 
listen to their parents because... they’re 
always right,” he says. “HA!” 

Jacobs’ anxiety in the Aquabats’ early 
days was less about what the band was 
doing wrong, and more about what the 
crowd was going to do to them. “Like, will 
someone throw things at us? Is someone 
going to spit on us?” 

But, Jacobs says, the mantra was always 
to try to put on the best show they could. 
“We were always trying to do something 
crazy to make people go, ‘Oh, man, did you 
see the Aquabats last night? They jumped a 
golf cart off the stage with dogs flying out!”’ 

That didn’t always make the Aquabats 
too popular with the bands they performed 
with, though, who would more or less 
accuse them of trying to steal the show. 
Jacobs says he would tell them, “Dudes 
... you’re headlining. Everyone’s paying 


money to see you. If you’re not doing some¬ 
thing to make people remember you, that’s 
your fault. We’re only getting paid $100, if 
that. So ... we’re lighting our cymbals on 
fire! We’re going for it.” 

This silly, all-in stage persona is prob¬ 
ably the source of the band’s staying power. 
“We were never that cool band, which is 
good because cool has an expiration date,” 
Jacobs explains. While diehard fans have 
no problem imagining a 70-year-old MC 
Bat Commander doing backflips onstage, 
he’s quick to add, “I don’t even think I can 
do that now— I’m getting old!” 

Still, many fun bands call it quits 
before they have to (hear that, ’N Sync?). 
Luckily, the Aquabats had a few brilliant 
maneuvers that helped to keep them 
sane—and together. 

First, they stayed consistently silly. 

“We always did the band for fun first. We 
didn’t do it for money, to meet women, or 
have a pool party every day of the year,” 
Jacobs says. “It was just because we 
enjoyed making music and making people 
laugh and smile.” 

They also resisted following trends for 
fame and fortune. “If we wanted to make 
money when we had a record deal back in 
the day, when we had a shot at KROQ and 
MTV, we could’ve changed our sound to 
pop-punk or emo or whatever was popping 
at the time,” Jacobs says. “But we wanted 
to be who we were: a silly bunch of dudes.” 

And then there was the idea of trans¬ 
forming the band into a TV show. What 
eventually became The Aquabats! Super 
Show! germinated in 1996; similar to The 
Monkees or Jem and the Holograms, Jacobs 
and his crew made a pilot for Disney in 


1998 and pitched it to various major net¬ 
works for 15 years. It finally premiered 
in 2012 on the Hub Network. “We never 
wanted to make $100 million and buy a 
castle in Ireland like Bono,” Jacobs says, 
“but our goals were realistic to us because 
they were always within our grasp, and 
there was always interest in it.” 

In between playing the Weenie Roast 
and early Coachella festivals, Jacobs had 
other projects, such as the hugely success¬ 
ful children’s show Yo Gabba Gabba! That 
meant the Aquabats didn’t have to tour 
constantly. “We’re all really close and like 
brothers, but it’s interesting to see how 
many weeks on tour it takes for all of that 
to unravel,” he says. (The answer? About 
five weeks.) Going on tour just a couple of 
times per year keeps the band’s energy lev¬ 
els up, something Jacobs is keenly attuned 
to. “I remember watching the Smashing 
Pumpkins from the stage at Lollapalooza 
in ’93—before the Aquabats started—and 
they were yelling at one another between 
songs,” he recalls. “I took some mental 
notes. I thought, ‘I bet if they were all 
stoked on each other, they would sound so 
much better.’” 

And then there are their fans. Aquaca- 
dets are probably some of the most devoted 
fans around, and despite how cliche it 
sounds, Jacobs stresses how they wouldn’t 
be around without them. (Luckily, they 
keep regenerating new generations of fans 
through their TV shows.) “In essence, the 
Aquabats were always a band for kids and 
kids at heart,” he says. “People who are 
perpetually young at heart are the core of 
our crowd. And as long as they’re coming 
to our shows, we’re going to be a band.”

Mosh Pit Memories 

Pennywise dig into the vault of old songs to bring back 

good vibes on Yesterdays

I t’s been a long, weird road for Pen¬ 
nywise, the iconic punk band from 
Hermosa Beach, but the past five 
years may have been the strangest. 
Their new album, Yesterdays, features the 
return of singer/founding member Jim 
Lindberg, who stepped off the hamster 
wheel of touring and recording in 2009 to 
stay home with his wife and three kids. 

“It was time for a break,” Lindberg says. 
“The other guys wanted to keep going 
right away, and unfortunately, it led to a 
split.... It was time for me to reconnect 
with my family.” 

Pennywise soldiered on after Lind- 
berg’s departure with Ignite front man 
Zoli Teglas, who performed with the band 
for about three years and provided vocals 
on the 2012 album All or Nothing. Sadly, 
during a show in Germany, Teglas was 
hurt and needed emergency back surgery. 
Lindberg and guitarist Fletcher Dragge 
had quietly mended fences since the split, 
and with Teglas ready to leave the band, 
the door was open for Lindberghs return. 

“We were due to have Jim back—let’s 
put it that way,” Dragge says. “We wanted 
him back, and he wanted to come back, 
and it all worked out.” 

After some international and West Coast 
tour dates, the reunited members of Pen¬ 
nywise cut Yesterdays, their 11th album, out 
July 15 on Epitaph Records. The 11 tracks 
come from the group’s backyard party days, 
and many were written by deceased bassist 
Jason Thirsk in the late ’80s and early ’90s. 

“The core part of the album [is] the 
songs that Jason wrote, which reflect the 
whole PMA [Positive Mental Attitude] that 
he created in the band,” Lindberg says. “ I 
thought it was really daring to be a punk 
band that wasn’t singing about how every¬ 
thing sucks, and instead singing about how 
things could get better.” 


The band tracked the album over a few 
quick days in a Hermosa Beach studio. ‘We 
just got in a room and said, ‘Fuck it, we’re 
playing these old songs; we’re having fun,”’ 
Dragge says. 

Recovering the roots of Pennywise’s 
punk rock after 25 years was crucial to 
Yesterdays. “We were definitely more of a 
melodic hardcore band back then, in the 
style of 7 Seconds and Descendants. There’s 
a lot of cool bass lines going on and a lot 
more melody than we had on later albums,” 
Lindberg says. “Going back to these songs 
kind of opens the door to say, ‘Hey, we 
played this style of music when we were 
starting out; there’s nothing wrong with 
opening it up a little bit.’” 

After some local album-release shows, 
Pennywise will hit the road for the 2014 
Summer Nationals tour, with Epitaph 
alumni such as Bad Religion and the Off¬ 
spring. It’s the healing at home, though, 
that has made the road rewarding again. 

“We were at a birthday party last night 
in Hermosa, and Jim got up and started 
singing with the band,” Dragge says. 
“Before you knew it, he was singing four 
or five songs, and I was playing guitar, 
and we did ‘Bro Hymn.’ That kind of stuff 
wouldn’t have happened five or six years 
ago because we weren’t in that place. 

But last night, we were just up there ran¬ 
domly, rockin’ out, having a good time, 
and I guess that’s a good testament to how 
things are going these days. It’s all about 
the fun.”

Indie Gets Bent 

A few bedroom jam sessions, late-night 
drunken guitar strumming and hourlong 
GarageBand recording sessions between 
bong rips: What started as hazy hangouts 
while guitarists Wyatt Strassner and Matt 
Wiste and vocalist Greg Gamarra were stu¬ 
dents atTesoro High School and continued 
during their college days in San Diego eventu¬ 
ally formed into the wave of folk, pop, funk, 
indie and rock that are Bent Jetty in 2012. The 
juxtaposition of the band's limitless structural 
sound coincides with the idea of warped 
wooden beach-pier planks, or jetties, that 
influences the group's name. 

"We wanted a name and sound that evoked 
imagination and provided a wide range of times 
to listen to our songs," Strassner says. "Our 
folk songs are perfect for a sunny afternoon 
chilling in your backyard or out in nature; our 
rock songs will get you amped up when you're 
driving, and some are random stories we cre¬ 
ated out of the ether of our consciousness." 

Bent Jetty's ethereal soundscapes mobilized 
their first recording effort, the Honey Be Wild 
EP r from the humble sanctuary of a bedroom. It 
wasn't until after its release that another high- 
school friend, bassist Christian Fleck, joined the 
Mission Viejo group. 

Finding a solid drummer proved difficult, so 
Bent Jetty employed programmed drum loops 
during songwriting jam sessions. Strassner said 
the workflow perspective usually progressed 
with Gamarra humming a melody to the 
selected tempo before adding Fleck's bass line 
and Wiste's riffs and finally chord progressions. 

"We're getting better at understanding 
where we are going in the songs," Gammara 
says. "We communicate with our own lan¬ 
guage and interrupt where we want to go with 
each song and look at the spectrum of emo¬ 
tions going with it." 

Bent Jetty's chunky rock side is brought to 
life with Stassner's Gibson Les Paul; Wiste's 
finger-plucking on his Fender Jaguarillo pro¬ 
vides warmth and muted sound to the opposing 
attack on the plastic strings, while Gamarra's 
ukulele appearances on songs such as "Favor¬ 
ite Few" and "Expectations" round out their 
Southern California ambiance. 

Listening to genre leaders such as Kings of 
Leon, As Tall as Lions, Circa Survive, Human

Tribe, Fleet Foxes, and Mumford & Sons have 
influenced Bent Jetty's songwriting and musi¬ 
cal motives, but it was OC's own Local Natives 
and Young the Giant that Bent Jetty's band 
members credit as a driving force. 

"We went to high school with members 
of Local Natives, and I remember going to 
their shows and hearing their epic indie feel, 
harmonies and riffs," Strassner says. "Seeing 
something so close to home and where we 
came from makes success more obtainable in 
our eyes." 

Last year was one of growth for the band: 
They graduated to studio recording for their 
second EP, Honest Approach, which featured 
the talents of session drummer Jay Smith. The 
young band also started booking live shows at 
such South County venues as Knuckleheads, 
the OC Tavern and Coach House. 

In a few weeks, Bent Jetty will be crashing 
into the studio again to start the process of 
recording their first full-length album, for which 
they will select from 16 songs made tight by 
recent live appearances. The record will once 
again incorporate the grooves of Smith, as 
well as their latest band addition, Eric Ehlers, 
on drums. 

Despite the challenges brought by Gamarra 
relocating to Tucson in August, the band pre¬ 
dict they'll have plenty of new material by the 
end of the year—including their latest single, 
"Songbird"—and another show in Orange 
County around Thanksgiving. 

"We're proud of our EPs, but they aren't 
on the level we're looking for," Gamarra says. 
"We know the direction we want to go with 
this album, and the public hasn't even seen a 
glimpse yet of what we have in store."

The Corner Pocket is Stanton at its finest 


s it possible to do a story about a busi¬ 
ness in Stanton without making it 
all about... you know, Stanton? The 
answer, of course, is no. No other city 
colors everything and everyone within its 
limits like OC’s most-ridiculed town. Run 
a fancy business such as Park Ave.? People 
inevitably mention the miracle of it exist¬ 
ing in the Colton of Orange County. Own 
a sorta nice place? Critics will mention the 
city’s frizzled masses, its excess of Breaking 
Bad scenarios playing out daily on Beach 
Boulevard, the sadness that is the City 
Council closing the parks a couple of years 
back because of a lack of funds to maintain 
them. And if a crazy crime occurs? Well, it 
is Stanton.... 

Even this review of the Corner Pocket 
is all Stanton. The lowslung dive is a glori¬ 
ous time capsule of the 1980s, down to the 
shitty country music, cottage-cheese ceiling 
and cutouts of naked Playboy models in the 
men’s room that find all the Bunnys shaved 
down to a wispy landing strip per the prefer¬ 
ence of yuppies. It’s in an industrial area just 
down the street from Oreo Block’s headquar¬ 
ters and a block away from the awesomely 
named Standustrial Street. Right next door 
is the ever-growing Bethel Romanian Pen¬ 
tecostal Church, who’d no doubt try to save 
some souls at the Corner Pocket if they knew 
the fun going on inside. For here is rollicking 
beauty, the type of place where hipsters stay 
away in terror 
because this is 
working-class 
Orange County 
at its gnarli- 
est. In other 
words? Stanton. 

Dave the 
Mountain and I 
swung by early 
on a Saturday, 
and Neil Young 
andAC/DC 
were on full 
blast. On one 
side of the bar, 
patrons quietly 
nursed their drinks; the rest centered their 
talk on the two pool tables. True to its name, 
the Corner Pocket is a billiards bar, with 
numerous fliers advertising weekly tourna¬ 
ments and a sign letting patrons know games 
are free with a one-drink minimum. Dave 
and I tried to talk, but the atmosphere was 
too surreal for mere chatter. Nothing but 
gawking for us: women wearing bandannas 
and Zig-Zag T-shirts with no sense of irony 
White men in their 50s who never left the 
working class, all gnarled skin and squinty

eyes borne from a lifetime of honest work. 

A gal in her 50s dressed in a frilled, faded 
blouse circa 1992. A token younger girlfriend, 
who writhed all over her grizzled guy in her 
Lululemon finest and even slow-danced 
with him to “Always and Forever.” 

“If everyone here were Mexican,” Dave 
said with a big grin, admiring the working- 
class joy of it all, “this would totally be a 
paisa bar.” 

And I haven’t even mentioned the Jell-0 
shots. What passed for craft cocktails here 
for the cute bartender (who was wearing 
the simplest, skimpiest little black dress this 
side of a boudoir) was a Screwdriver—but 
what do you expect from a dive that sells Hot 
Pockets as an entree? Instead, a huge, multi¬ 
colored paper announced that the aforemen¬ 
tioned shots sold for a buck. I haven’t seen 
a bar boast of them in forever, so I ordered 
one. ‘Why, sure!” she chipperly said, as she 
opened an old-school freezer (the small kind 
built into walls) and produced a tray of pine¬ 
apple and strawberry delights. 

“I made a batch two days ago,” she said, as 
Dave and I saw that almost half of them were 
already gone. Better cocktails awaited us at 
Playground in downtown SanTana; crazier 
times would happen even later for me at the 
500 Club (a column for another time). Seri¬ 
ously, Jell-O shots in 21st century Orange 
County? How retrograde, how declasse, 
how... Stanton. But when you’re drinking 
in a ’burb that has an out-of-focus bird of 
paradise flower on its home page, you don’t 
argue. I ordered a pineapple shot, and it was 
just like its hometown: fucking OLD SKOOL.
